BELGIUM 


7. Bulletin des écoles primaires. Tournai, 
Editions Casterman, 1886- 





A periodical mainly intended for primary school 
teachers. Numbers average 30 pages in length 
and the contents are arranged in two main parts 
known respectively as 'Chroniques" (current 
events) and " Pratique scolaire" (work in the 
schools). The first part contains a variety of 
articles and a regular section, a few pages in 
length, giving brief reviews of recommended 
films. The second part contains three or four 
articles on everyday teaching practice. Short 
bibliographical notes are given in the last two 
or three pages. 


8. Christene School. Bruxelles, Christelijik 
Onderwijzersverbond van Belgié, 1893- 
3 issues a month. 





This periodical is the official organ, dealing with 
teaching practice, of the Union des instituteurs 
chrétiens de langue flamande (Union of Flemish 
Christian Teachers). It is published on the 1st, 
15th and 25th of each month and contains articles 
on general educational subjects and primary 
school teaching methods, and some brief biblio- 
graphical notes. 


9. L'Ecole belge. Bruxelles, Editions Labor, 
1957- Monthly. 





The sub-title of this periodical is ' Journal péda- 
gogique des Instituteurs et des Institutrices" 
(Technical journal of primary school teaching). 

It runs to about 30 closely-printed pages and gives 
advice and practical examples to assist primary 
school teachers in interpreting the syllabus and 

in teaching the various subjects. 


10. Education populaire. Bruxelles, Association 
Education Populaire, 1938- Monthly. 





Education populaire is affiliated to the Inter- 
national Federation of ''Ecole Moderne" Move- 
ments, of which Célestin Freinet is President. 
It deals mainly with Freinet techniques in the 
schools and with the life and activities of the 
various Belgian groups applying them. 





11. Moniteur des instituteurs et des institutrices 
primaires. Tamines, Imprimerie Duculot- 
Roulin, 1882- 10 issues a year. 





The editor-in-chief of this journal is an Inspector- 
General of Primary Education. Each issue in- 
cludes seven or eight articles on educational 
science, methodology, the syllabus or the special 
techniques of primary school teaching. From time 
to time, short bibliographical reviews are included. 


BRAZIL 





10 issues a year. 





12. Educar, Progredir. Rio de Janeiro, Artes 
Graficas, 1953- Monthly. 





This journal supersedes "Elo", which was pub- 
lished from 1924 to 1953. It contains articles 
relating to pre-school and primary education 
giving accounts of practical experience and methods, 
Of special interest to teachers. 


13. OEnsino. Rio de Janeiro, Instituto de profes- 
s6res piblicos e particulares, 1936- 
Quarterly. 








Publishes articles on practical classroom work, 
methods of teaching and teaching aids and gives 
information on school administration, teachers! 
courses, meetings and educational events in 
general. Literary news is also included. 


BULGARIA 





14. UéiliS¢na Praktika. Sofia, Ministerstvo na 
prosvetata i kultura, 1949- Monthly. 








Deals with primary school teaching and teacher 
training, mainly from the practical angle. It con- 
tains articles on methods of teaching particular 
subjects, ethical instruction, art education and 
physical training, polytechnical instruction and 
ancillary and out-of-school activities. 

Other sections include replies to queries from 
teachers on educational and teaching problems and 
accounts of experience acquired in foreign countries. 

Abstracts of books and textbooks are also given. | 


CAMBODIA } 


15. Tossanavadi samrap Garubangrien. Revue 
de l'instituteur khmer. Phnom-penh, 
Ministére de 1'éducation nationale, 1947- 
Monthly. 








This periodical, published in separate Khmer and 
French editions, is intended for Cambodian primary 
school teachers. It contains a number of regular 
sections. The "official section'’ includes circulars 
from the Ministry of Education, notices of appoint- 
ments to various teaching posts and other admin- 
istrative information. The " professional section" | 
is designed to improve teachers' technical know- 
ledge and contains articles on such subjects as the 
general aims of the programme of the Kampon~ 
Kantuot Centre de Préparation pédagogique (Teacher 
Training Centre), the perceptions of the child etc; | 





it also gives information on professional examina- 
tions. The " general section", designed to broaden 
the general knowledge of teachers, contains articles 
on local geography, agriculture and dietetics. The 
" recreational section" includes tales and legends. 
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A large part of each issue is occupied by the 
"school section" which provides material for the 
teacher to use in his class - texts, lesson plans 
and questions for use with these passages, etc., 
for the various levels in the school. 


CANADA 


16. The Canadian Teacher. Toronto, Ontario, 
2382 Dundas Street West, 1896- 10 issues 
a year. 





One of the principal features of this journal, which 
is published monthly from September to June (the 
volume begins in September), is the sample lesson 
plans in numerous subject fields which are included 
ineach issue. Orders for these plans in quantities 
for classroom use may be sent td'the publisher. 
Also of interest to the primary school teacher are 
the book reviews, lists of new filmstrips and other 
materials for instructional use and plays for 
children's theatrical performances. From time 
to time the issues include news of current activi- 
ties in primary education and articles on methods 
of teaching. In recent issues a social studies 
chapter has been devoted to one country or region 
in order to assist teachers in fostering knowledge 
of foreign countries among their students (i.e.: 
in December 1958, India; March 1959, Malaya; 
June 1959, The British West Indies Federation). 
The December 1958 issue published a suggested 
time-table of a five-day programme for the rural 
school of eight grades. 


17. L'Instruction Publique. Québec, Province 
of Quebec, Département de 1' Instruction 
Publique, 1956- 10 issues a year. 





This official publication of the Department of 
Public Instruction of the Province of Quebec, 
expressing a Roman Catholic point of view 
appears monthly except in July and August. The 
principal sections are concerned with primary and 
secondary schools, explaining for teachers the 
official instructions of the programme of studies 
in schools approved by the Comité catholique du 
Conseil de 1'Instruction publique. The primary 
schools section presents general articles for 
teachers in addition to sample lesson plans which 
might be used in the first seven years of study. 
It also contains news of educational events, pro- 
cedures of official school inspection, articles on 
methods of teaching certain subjects, the philo- 
sophy of education and techniques of language 
teaching. The " Chronique de Pédagogie" contains 
one lengthy book review, often of a recently published 
textbook. School honours lists and news of nomina- 
tions to official posts in the educational administra- 
tion throughout the province are announced regularly. 
L'Instruction publique was formerly published 





(1878-1955) under the title L' Enseignement Primaire. 








18. The Modern Instructor. Regina, Saskat- 
chewan, The School Aids and Text Book 
Publishing Co., Ltd., 1933- 10 issues 
a year. 





A publisher of textbooks and teaching aids issues 
this periodical containing news and reviews of the 
firm's books and materials and also articles of 
general interest to the primary school teacher on 
the objectives of teaching as well as techniques 

and evaluation of subjects taught in the elementary 
classes. "Tips for teachers" appears as a monthly 
feature. Frequently suggestions are given for the 
unit method of teaching in various subjects with 
sample assignments and lesson plans - four pages 
each month printed in hectograph ink which can 

be readily reproduced in quantity - in addition to 
two pages of reading material for Grades III and IV. 
The 1959-1960 numbers of this journal will con- 
tinue to publish a series of plays written for 
children; aids for art teaching; safety lessons; 
articles on teaching methods; nature study sugges- 
tions; a series of biographies of "Great Teachers 
of the Past" and one on political leaders of Canada 
and the United States of America for social studies 
classes; an illustrated history teaching calendar 
page on Canadian life and history, and general 
discussions of the problems of the primary teacher. 


CHILE 
19. Boletin Educacional. Santiago, Sociedad 


Profesores de Instrucci6én Primaria, 1903- 
Quarterly. 





Apart from an editorial on a topical subject and 
two or three articles on national or general educa- 
tional problems, this periodical mainly offers 
Chilean primary school teachers tales, poems, 
and plays for children, instructions for making 
teaching materials, and a chronicle of happenings 
of interest to the Chilean teaching profession. It 
also lists publications received. 


CONGO (RE PUBLIC) 


20. Instruire. Brazzaville, Vice-Rectorat, 
Service Pédagogique, 1959- Irregular. 


Instruire succeeded, in 1959, the bulletin pre- 
viously issued under the title of ''Nos Ecoles" . 
It is a supplement to " L'école des maitres" 
(Lessons for teachers) a special documentary 
programme broadcast every Saturday by Radio 
A.E.F. and consists mainly of advice on handling 
classes for the primary school teachers of the 
various states which formerly made up French 
Equatorial Africa. 

The first number issued under the new title 
contains the following five sections: (1} " L'insti- 
tuteur enseigne" (The teacher at work), giving 








lesson plans for the teaching of correct expression 
in the preparatory course, geography in the ele- 
mentary course, physical training for the six to 
eight-year olds and ten to twelve-year olds and 
notes for lessons on the seasons for the senior 
pupils; (2) 'L'instituteur apprend" (Study for 
teachers), containing two articles, on facts about 
Africa and " outlines of world affairs" respectively; 
(3) "Informations Universitaires" (University News), 
also comprising two articles describing, respectively, 
the Primary Teachers' Training School and the 

Arts and Crafts School at Brazzaville; (4) " Pré- 
paration aux examens professionnels", giving 
eachers hints on how to study for professional 
»xaminations; and (5) "L'instituteur lit" (Reading 
for teachers), providing a succinct bibliography. 


CUBA 


21. Educaci6én. La Habana, Prof. Carlos M. 
Calvo, Avenido Menocal, 568, 1940- 
Monthly. 


This review for Cuban primary school teachers 
contains articles on professional and cultural 
problems, background information for use in 
lessons on various subjects, school tests, etc., 

a bibliographical section, a short literary section 
and, fairly frequently, information about the acti- 
vities of Unesco, particularly in Latin America. 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


22. Komensky. Praha, Statnf pedagogické nakla- 
datelstvi, 1877- 10 issues a year. 


This is a periodical for primary school teachers. 
Each number contains a series of articles on 
teaching methods and practice for all primary 
school subjects. There are regular articles 
dealing with some sector of education and its 
structure in the Soviet Union. The review ends 
with a bibliography divided into three sections - 
literature for teachers, literature for young 
people, and political literature - and comprising 
a selection of new books and periodicals or new 
editions of classical works. The works listed are 
mainly by Czechoslovak and Soviet authors, but 
there are some items from other countries. 


DENMARK 


23. Folkeskolen. Kébenhavn, Danmarks Laerer- 
forening, 1883- Weekly. 


Published by the Danish Primary School Teachers' 
Association, this is one of the oldest educational 
journals in Denmark. Its purpose is to inform 
teachers about recent developments with regard 

to school reform, educational legislation and

teacher status. Usually one or two articles in 
each issue discuss curricula and methods, anda 
column is devoted to education abroad. Books 
are reviewed, as is school broadcasting. News 
about teachers' conferences and meetings is 
regularly given. 


ECUADOR 


24. Educacién. Quito, Ministerio de Educacién 
Piablica, 1926- 6 issues a year. 


This periodical includes articles, by writers of 
various nationalities, on educational questions 
and more particularly on new trends and current 
techniques in education. It gives news of the act- 
ivities of the Unesco mission in Ecuador and of 
all events of educational interest in the country. 


25. Nuestra Escuela. Quito, Prof. Bolivar 
Guarderas S., Casilla 2474, 1958- 
Monthly. 





This periodical is managed and edited by a number 
of former Unesco fellowship-holders. It opens 
with an editorial and a number of articles on gen- 
eral educational problems, followed by analysed 
curricula, practical courses and a children's lit- 
erature section, and concludes with miscellaneous 
articles by Ecuadorian specialists on psychology, 
educational guidance, teaching practice and school 
organization. 


FINLAND 


26. Kasvatus ja Koulu. Jyvaskyla, Jyvaskylan 
kasvatusopillinen korkeakoulu, Suomen 
kansakoulunopettajain liitto, 1914- 6 issues 
a year. 





The regular issues of this journal contain from 
five to seven articles on subjects of interest to 
primary school teachers and educators in Finland. 
Articles on educational problems and methods in 
other countries are also included, as well as some 
articles dealing with education in general. 

Each issue contains a book review section and a 
short list of forthcoming meetings, lectures and 
seminars. Brief summaries of the principal 
articles are given in English. 

The journal is published jointly by the Jyvaskla 
Training College and the Union of Finnish Primary 
School Teachers. 


27. Tidskrift for folkskolan. Helsingfors, 
Finlands svenska folkskollararférbund, 1894- 
30 issues a year. 





This is the official organ of the Union of Swedish 
primary school teachers in Finland. Thirty issues 
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a year are published and each issue contains an 
editorial on a current topic, often followed by a 
discussion, two to three articles on present-day 
school problems both in Finland and abroad, news 
about courses for teachers, national and inter- 
national conferences, book reviews, personal news 
and information about teachers' salaries and 
working conditions. 


FRANCE 


28. Documents pour la classe. Paris, Institut 
pédagogique national, 1956- 26 issues a 
year. 





This review provides primary school teachers 

with information and advice on how to make the 

best use of audio-visual aids as part of the regular 
apparatus for class work. Every issue contains 
documentary material to supplement and illustrate 
the television and radio programmes for schools, 
and the programme time-tables. Subjects treated 
are not necessarily confined to those covered by 

the school curricula, but may also relate to current 
events. 

This review, it should be stressed, is designed 
both for teachers equipped with audio-visual aids 
(projectors, television sets) and for those without 
such equipment. 


29. L'école libératrice. Paris, Syndicat national 
des Instituteurs et Institutrices de 1' Union 
francaise, 1929- Weekly, except in July 
and August. 





L'école libératrice is the official organ of the 
Syndicat national des Instituteurs et Institutrices 

de l'Union frangaise, an association dedicated to 
the cause of secular education. Issues generally 
contain an editorial, a few news reports on the 

work of the various Conseils d'enseignement, news 
of submissions and representations by the Syndicat 
to various Commissions nationales de 1' enseigne- 
ment and informative articles for teachers on such 
subjects as initial tubercular infection, the Bergson 
centenary, the foundation of a Centre national de 
télévision de 1'enseignement, contemporary 
humanism, etc., followed by "notes for teachers", 
and columns on school broadcasts, '' corporate" 

and administrative news, and reviews of recent 
films and books. 

The "notes for teachers" take up about twenty 
pages in the middle of each issue and are specially 
printed and numbered so that they can be detached 
and filed separately; they include outline lessons, 
on such topics as French at elementary level, 
general knowledge at intermediary level, Class III 
geometry, Class IV English, and domestic training, 
and a section on ''examens et concours" (competi- 
tive and other examinations) . 

The issue dated 4 September 1959 is a special 








number devoted exclusively to the Congress held 
by the Syndicat in July 1959. It also gives an out- 
line of the subjects to be dealt with in L' école libéra- 
trice in the academic year 1958-1959. 





30. L'éducateur. Cannes, Institut Coopératif de 
1'Ecole Moderne, 1927- 3 issues a month. 


Journal of primary school teachers practising the 
Freinet methods based on school printing and the 
need of the child for self-expression; it lists all 
publications of the Institut Coopératif de 1' Ecole 
Moderne. It includes articles on the various 
aspects of the Freinet methods in France and some- 
times in other countries, e.g., the Freinet methods 
of the Ecole Moderne and the mental health of 
children and teachers, Freinet techniques in the 
new Belgian syllabus, and the growing success of 
the Ecole Moderne. In addition, it contains accounts 
by primary school teachers of how they handle a 
given subject in class. News of congresses, 
meetings and proceedings of all involved in the 
Freinet movement is also given. 


31. Journal des Instituteurs et des Institutrices. 
Paris, Editions Fernand Nathan, 1854- 
Fortnightly. 





This primary education journal is a guide for 
classroom activities and school administration. 
It contains hints on practical work, on organized 
activities, and on preparing lessons, with stories 
and informative articles for primary school classes 
(from elementary to leaving level). The material 
appears under the following heads: 
Drawing: sketches and explanations 
"Comment j'enseigne" (How I teach): notes 
by teachers on their ways of teaching writing, 
reading, etc. 
French, arithmetic (for single class schools) 
French 
Sources of history 
Ethics: loyalty, the nation and mankind, respect 
for life, etc. 
Civics 
Arithmetic: exercises and answers 
Examinations: Class VI entrance 
Physical training: throwing, attack and defence, 
etc. 
Administrative page: reviews, with references, 
the regulations in the Bulletin Officiel on, 
for example, holiday periods, subventions to 
communes for transportation for pupils living 
at some distance from the schools; conditions 
for reimbursement of expenses incurred by 
families to ensure their children's attendance 
at school; study courses, examinations and 
careers.

This is the Journal des Instituteurs et des Institutrices 
already mentioned with a supplement of about eight 
pages entitled ' Special lesson preparation for North 
Africa". The supplement gives model outline les- 
sons for primary school classes under the following 

eadings: Language, Geography of Algeria, History 
of Algeria, Geography of Tunisia, History of Tunisia, 
Geography of Morocco, History of Morocco, French, 
North African examinations, etc. 





33. Journal des Instituteurs et des Institutrices de 
l'Afrique Noire. Paris, Editions Fernand 
Nathan, 1948- Fortnightly. 








The Journal des Instituteurs et des Institutrices 
already mentioned, with an eight-page supplement 
entitled 'Special lesson preparation for equatorial 
Africa". The supplement gives notes on the teach- 
ing of various subjects such as French, recitation, 
essay writing and vocabulary, observation of tropi- 
cal plants, etc., for each of the classes in the 
primary schools of equatorial Africa. Examination 
material and questions are also published. 





34. Manuel général de 1' instruction primaire. 
Paris, Hachette, 1833- Weekly. 








This periodical contains articles on current 
questions in education, such as the subjects dis- 
cussed at annual education conferences, monetary 
reform and the schools, etc., and occasionally an 
article on education abroad. 

Also included are outline lessons for the various 
primary school levels on the following subjects: 
recitation, dictation, vocabulary, parsing, essay 
writing, arithmetic, observation, science, history 
and geography. Finally, the journal gives the ref- 
erences of the administrative texts published in 
the Bulletin Officiel de 1' Education Nationale. 





GERMAN DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC 


35. Die Unterstufe. Berlin, Ministerium fir 
Volksbildung der Deutschen Demokratischen 
Republik, 1950- Monthly. 





A journal for primary school teachers, particu- 
larly those teaching the first four grades in rural 
schools. The articles deal with teaching methods, 
teaching aids and curriculum construction. Book 


reviews, conference news and teachers' courses 
are included. Numerous illustrations. 








GERMANY (FEDERAL REPUBLIC ) 


36. Lebendige Schule. Frankfurt/Main, Atlantik- 
Verlag Paul List, 1946- Monthly. 





A journal for primary school teachers and 
parents which contains articles on teaching 
methods, educational research and curriculum 
developments. Includes sections on audio-visual 
aids, book abstracts, advice about vocational 
guidance in primary school, courses for teachers 
and extracts from other educational journals. 


Frankfurt/Main, 
Monthly. 


37. Der Lehrerrundbrief. 
Hirschgrabenverlag, 1946- 





A teacher's journal containing articles and dis- 
cussions on school reforms, the aims of education, 
content of the curriculum and advice on methods 
with special emphasis on activity. Articles about 
education in other countries are also included and 
the section for new literature on education gives 
full book reviews. Each issue publishes the school 
radio programmes for the month from four differ- 
ent German stations. 


38. Die neue Landschule. Stuttgart, Ernst Klett 
Verlag, 1950- Monthly. 





Intended specially for rural primary schools and 
teachers in rural areas. Each issue contains 
between seven to eight articles on curriculum, 
methods, group work and teaching aids. Bio- 
graphies of educators, book reviews and news 
about conferences and courses are included. 


39. Neue Wege zur Unterrichtsgestaltung. 
Bochum (Nordrhein-Westfalen), Verlag 
Ferdinand Kamp, 1950- Monthly. 





Addressed to primary school teachers and 
teachers in training. The emphasis is on new 
teaching methods and most of the articles deal 
with methodology and information about new 
teaching aids. Interesting classroom experiences 
are given an important place and summaries of 
other educational journals are regularly included. 


40. Padagogische Welt. Donauworth, (Bayern), 
Padagogische Stiftung Cassianeum, 1947- 
Monthly. 


A periodical designed mainly to give young primary 
teachers ideas for the classroom. Each issue has 
a central theme and covers both theory and prac- 
tice. Literary section, notes and book reviews. 


41. Welt der Schule. 
wirth, 1948- 


Miinchen, Verlag Ehren- 
Monthly. 





The regular issues of this journal contain from 
ten to fifteen articles which treat various aspects 
of education in general. The long articles can 
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easily be adapted to lesson planning in such sub- 
jects as nature study and geography. Entire 
issues are devoted from time to time to a parti- 
cular subject. 

Each issue contains four pages of pictures 
illustrating the principal article. Brief notes on 
international educational events, and a short book 
review section are regular features, and each 
issue contains sketches of and directions for 
simple paper construction of teaching aids and 
classroom decoration for the nursery and primary 
school levels. 


42. Westermanns Padagogische Beitrage. 
Braunschweig, Georg Westermann Verlag, 
1949- Monthly. 





Deals with questions related to primary schools, 

the articles being centred around school reforms 

and new teaching methods such as group work, dis- 
cussions and teaching aids. The question of greater 
flexibility within the curriculum, and such subjects 
as school maturity, parent education and vocational 
guidance are also discussed. An important place 

is given to reviews of outstanding publications on 
educational and related subjects. 


HONDURAS 


43. Revista de Educaci6n Primaria. Tegucigalpa, 
Departamento de Educaci6n Primaria, 1952- 
Monthly. 





Each number contains an editorial and perhaps 
another article on educational or related questions, 
and accounts of seminars, congresses and other 
activities, often with reports and diagrams. Study 
plans, lesson outlines, transcriptions of historical 
documents of national interest and, on occasion, 
literary pages, complete the contents. 


INDIA 


44, Basic Education Abstracts. New Delhi, 
National Institute of Basic Education, 1957- 
2 issues a year. 





Contains abstracts of published and unpublished 
material in the field of basic education. This 


includes material on the curriculum, teaching 
techniques, crafts, teachers and their training, 
health and hygiene, social work, research, and 
the philosophy, theory and history of basic educa- 
tion. Reports of the various State Departments 

as well as those of educational institutions and 
conferences are also abstracted when relevant. 





45. Buniyadi talim; a quarterly journal of basic 
education. New Delhi, Ministry of Education, 


1958- Quarterly. 


The purpose of this publication is to serve asa 
useful and effective forum for the promotion of 
basic education and the encouragement of an 
intelligent understanding of its various aspects. 

It publishes original material in Hindi and English, 
with summaries of the articles in the other language. 
Each issue contains an editorial and sections on 
the progress of basic education in various parts 

of India, reprints of articles from other period- 
icals, and reviews of books on the subject. A 
bibliography of publications received is also 
included. 


IRAN 


46. Amouzech-o-Parvaréche. Teheran, Ministry 
of Education, 1918- Monthly. 





This official journal of the Ministry of Education 
usually contains articles by Iranian authors or 
translated from foreign sources on education, 
methods of teaching and psychology. It frequently 
includes studies on the Persian language and essays 
on Persian history and literature. Gives educa- 
tional news in brief and circulars of the Ministry 
of Education, and occasionally comments on new 
educational publications. 


IRAQ 


47. al-Mu'allim al-Jadid. Baghdad, Ministry of 
Education, 1935- 6 issues a year. 


Contains general articles on cultural, scientific 
and literary subjects, but deals mainly with psycho- 
logical and educational topics with reference to 
education both in the Arab States and abroad. 
Gives suggestions for effective methods of teaching 
various subjects illustrated occasionally by model 
lessons. Among the regular features of the bulletin 
are short biographical articles about eminent Arab 
thinkers; book reviews - usually a detailed criti- 
cism of a single book; the teachers library which 
gives brief reviews of about a dozen books, of which 
half are in Arabic and the remainder in other lang- 
uages (usually English); 'from the periodicals’, 
where important items of cultural news are quoted 
from Arabic educational periodicals; reports on 
educational developments and important educational 
events (curriculum changes, conferences on educa- 
tion, etc.); miscellaneous news, including some 
Unesco activities. 

The main appeal is to primary and secondary 
school teachers, who are encouraged to contribute. 








IRELAND (REPUBLIC) 


48. An Miinteoir Naisiinta. Dublin, Irish 
National Teachers' Organization, 1956- 
Monthly. 





A teacher's journal containing articles in English 
and Irish on teaching methods, curriculum prob- 
lems, school inspection and teacher training. 
Association news is given full attention and 
teachers' salaries and working conditions are 
discussed at length. 


TALY 


49. Didattica Moderna. Brescia, Vita Scolastica, 
1949- Fortnightly. 





A journal of the publishing house Vita Scolastica 
containing advertisements and reviews of books 
and teaching aids available from this firm. Also 
includes articles on modern pedagogical methods. 
Regular features are: (1) suggested themes and 
plans for lessons in the five elementary classes 
(in all subjects) and suggested texts for supple- 
mentary reading; (2) news of governmental laws 
and regulations concerning teaching appointments, 
transfers and administrative posts. 





50. L'Indice d'Oro. Roma, Associazione Italiana 
Maestri Cattolici, 1950- 6 issues a year. - 





The articles emphasize the importance of developing 
the child's capacity for expression through the 
visual arts, music and the theatre and the contri- 
bution to such development made by radio, tele- 
vision and reading. The journal publishes as a 
regular feature (written in collaboration with the 
Centro Didattico Nazionale di Studio e Documenta- 
zione) reviews of Italian and foreign books for 
children and teachers and extracts from periodical 
articles on primary education. Articles on problems 
of the primary teacher and new methods used in 

Italy and other countries, appear frequently, and 
news is given of national and international confer- 
ences and of exhibitions of children's art. 

51. Scuola di Base. Roma, Centro Didattico 
Nazionale per la Scuola Elementare e di 
Completamento dell' Obligo Scolastico, 1954- 
6 issues a year. 





Scuola di Base is a series of monographs on prob- 
lems concerned with teaching. Each issue is 
devoted to a single topic, such as mental hygiene 
and the primary school, the teaching of science, 
the teaching of history and geography, the new 
curriculum,the study of environment, the teaching 
of mathematics. 

Each issue also contains one or two articles on 
school problems not necessarily related to the main 
theme, notes on conferences, meetings and develop- 
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ments in education in Italy, news of the activities 
of the Centre, and book reviews. 


IVORY COAST 


52. Education et techniques. Abidjan, Ministéres 
de 1'Education et de 1'Enseignement technique, 
1958- Monthly. 


This bulletin was started for the primary school 
teachers and trainee teachers of the Ivory Coast. 
The articles deal mainly with educational reform, 
lectures at the Centre d'études supérieures, school 
exchanges with metropolitan France, and discipline 
in school. The bulk of the bulletin is devoted to the 
practical aspects of teaching and provides material 
likely to assist teachers in giving geography lessons, 
preparing general knowledge lessons, and conducting 
observation exercises and physical training. It also 
contains a column of news about staff movements 
and meetings of interest to educators. 


JAPAN 


53. Shot6 Kyéiku Shiry6. Tokyo, Téyékan Shuppan- 
sha, 1950- Monthly. 


Shot6 Kyéiku Shiryé (Primary Education Materials) 
is edited by the Primary Education Section of the 
Ministry of Education and is intended for educational 
officials and teachers. Each issue is devoted toa 
particular subject, e.g., group behaviour and 
discipline, mass communications and education, 
the pupil's comprehension. The articles treat 
different aspects of the subject and are frequently 
illustrated by photos and diagrams. Educational 
experiments are reported, statistics are given, 
and occasionally an article concerns educational 
practices in other countries. The articles are 
contributed by professors of education, educational 
psychologists, education officials and teachers. 


JORDAN 


54. Risalat al-Mu'allim. 
Education, 1956- 


Amman, Ministry of 
Quarterly. 


Contains articles on educational policy in Jordan. 
Deals with methods of teaching the various subjects, 
giving lesson plans as illustrations. Discusses the 
status of teachers and their problems. Contains 
articles on various educational problems in Jordan 
and other countries, such as the one-teacher school, 
guidance in schools, the problem of secondary 
general as opposed to secondary technical education | 





and the réle of scholastic and vocational guidance. 
Traces educational developments in various countries 
in the Arab States and abroad. 

In the field of out-of-school education there is a 
chapter in each issue reviewing activities in 
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fundamental education. Some articles deal with 

the co-ordination of social services in rural areas. 
In-school education, articles dealing with school 
co-operatives, camping, laboratories, libraries 
and school societies are included. Articles in the 
field of educational psychology touch on the theo- 
ries of learning, the réle of memory, examinations, 
objective tests, juvenile delinquency and similar 
topics. There are occasional book reviews. 


55. al-Tarbiyah al-Rifiyah. Jerusalem (Jordan) 
published jointly by Khaddouri Agricultural 
College and the Rural Teacher Training 
Colleges of Beit Hanina and Hawara, 1959- 
Quarterly. 





Deals mainly with rural education and extension 
work and is intended for the rural teacher who is 
gradually assuming greater responsibility for com- 
munity development. Articles contain suggestions 
on classroom and extra-curricular methods and 
activities, on agriculture and farming, the latter 
being prepared by the staff of the Khaddouri 
Agricultural College. There are also occasional 
book reviews. 


KENYA 


56. Kenya education journal. Nairobi, Education 
Department, 1958- Twice a year. 


This journal supersedes the "East African 
Teachers' Journal" and is intended to express 

the views and ideas of teachers on classroom 
teaching techniques and other topics in general; 

to provide a forum for the ventilation of contem- 
porary problems and present views from differ- 
ent parts of the country, book reviews and notices. 


MADAGASCAR 


57. L'école publique de Madagascar. Tananarive, 
Imprimerie officielle, 1951- Monthly. 





This periodical for Madagascan primary school 
teachers provides an assortment of information 
under various heads, such as " Vie administra- 
tive’ (the Administrative Sector), ' Pédagogie" 
(Teaching technique), or "La vie scolaire" (News 


i for schools). On occasion a whole number is 


devoted to a single subject; a new issue, for in- 
stance, was entitled '' Un village malgache", and 
gave an illustrated description of the village of 
Isaingy with suggestions for using the material 
for a lesson in local geography. 

The " Vie administrative" section includes 
government legislation on education, the direc- 
tives of the Services Académiques, the reports 
of the inter-provincial and provincial conferences, 
ete. Under the heading " Pédagogie" are articles, 





outline lessons and explanations of practical 
interest to teachers (teaching of local history, 
notes on teaching practice, free texts, physical 
training tests). The "Vie scolaire" column gives 
dates of examinations, publishes the subjects set 
in recent competitive examinations and reprints 
the regulations governing the admission of pupils 
to the various schools and entries for competitive 
and other examinations. 


MALAYA (FEDERATION) 


58. The Journal. Kuala Lumpur, Federal Inspec- 
torate of Schools, 1958- Quarterly. 


Mr. L. I. Lewis, former Chief Inspector of Schools 
in Malaya, has described this journal as a "forum 
for the free and independent expression of thought 
concerned with education and the teaching profes- 
sion" in the Federation of Malaya. With articles 
in English and Malay it informs teachers and all 
others interested in the schools of Malaya what 

the Inspectorate is doing. Although the scope of 
this periodical is general, it publishes many 
articles on primary education such as those in the 
June 1959 issue: "Short Notes on the Teaching of 
Reading in Primary Classes", " Child Study", and 
"Child Study in the Malayan Teachers' College" . 
Problems and methods of the teaching of various 
subjects are treated. A list of courses and semi- 
nars for teachers offered by the federal inspectors 
is included. 


MALTA 


59. The Teacher. Valletta, Malta Union of 
Teachers, 1919- 6 issues each year. 


Official organ of the Malta Union of Teachers. 
Contains articles on education, material on cul- 
tural topics, original prose and verse. The official 
correspondence between the Union and the Govern- 
ment concerning such subjects as salaries, trans- 
port, working conditions etc., is also reproduced 
for the information of teachers. Articles con- 
cerned with primary education appear frequently 
and a book review section is included. 


MEXICO 


60. El Maestro Mexicano. México, D.F., 
Secretarfa de Educacién Piiblica, 1951- 
Irregular. 


Publishes articles on educational and cultural 
subjects likely to be of interest to Mexican primary 
school teachers, lesson outlines, a school calen- 
dar and information on the activities of the Secre- 
tariat of Public Education. 








61. Mensaje. Tribuna libre de informacién y de 
discusi6én pedagégicas. México, D.F., 
Calzada México-Coyoac4n No. 321, 1954- 
Monthly. 


A section entitled '' Educational and Teaching 
Questions" contains an editorial and about ten 
articles, written from a very liberal standpoint, 
on school problems in Mexico, with supporting 
comments on reforms and new systems adopted 
abroad. A sub-section provides lesson data for 
all the subjects covered and instructions for making 
teaching aids or for the decoration of classrooms. 
Literary pages and articles on cultural or histor- 
ical subjects, followed by a review of publications 
and bibliographical notes, complete the periodical. 


MOROCCO 
62. Notes et documents. Rabat, Ministére de 


1'Education nationale, de la Jeunesse et des 
Sports, 1958- Monthly. 





This periodical covers the whole range of educa- 
tion in Morocco. It includes articles on such sub- 
jects as the extension of school buildings, funda- 
mental education and community development in 
Morocco, the development of Islamic primary 
education, women's centres for rural advance- 
ment, and the training of primary school teachers. 
It also contains columns on books and gramophone 
records. 


NETHERLANDS 


63. Maandblad C.V.O. 's-Gravenhage, Bureau 
Christelyk Volksonderwijs. Monthly. 





Organ of the Association for (Protestant) Christian 
Education in (undenominational) primary schools. 
Contains Association news and short articles on 
topics of general interest to teachers in undenom- 
inational primary schools and nursery schools, on 
legislation, teaching methods, school buildings,etc. 


64. Ons eigen blad. Tilburg, R. K. Jongenswees- 
huis, 1917- Monthly. 





This monthly review of practical Catholic education 
treats general questions, such as the educational 
influence of children's books, television in school 
and home, etc. Primary education topics take an 
important place, especially teaching methods for 
religious education. Extensive reviews and brief 
notes on new publications are a regular feature. 


65. School en wet. Alphen aan den Ryn, N. Samson, 


1921- Monthly. 


Edited by the Central Advisory Bureau for Public 
Law and Administration in The Hague, this 
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journal for primary education contains articles 
on questions relating to lower primary education 
in the Netherlands and abroad, news of degrees, 
etc. Announcements of the decisions of the 
Minister of Education, Arts and Sciences are 
given and a book review section is included. 


66. Het Schoolblad. Amsterdam, Netherlands 
Onderwijzers vereniging, 1945- Weekly. 





This is the official organ of the Netherlands 
Schoolmasters' Association which includes nur- 
sery school teachers as well as teachers at ele- 
mentary technical education establishments. In 
addition to defending professional interests, this 
paper publishes news and articles on educational 
topics and teaching methods as well as general 
information and news of local groups. 


67. Valcooch. Groningen, P. Noordhoff for the 
C.P.S. (Christelyk Paedagog. Studie-Centrum, 
Scheveningen), 1948? - 6 issues a year. 


Named after Dirk Adriaensz Valcoogh, a school- 
master who lived in the latter half of the 16th 
Century, this review, edited by the Protestant 
Christian Educational Research Centre, contains 
articles on teaching techniques and methods for 
primary teachers. 


68. Vernieuwing van opvoeding en onderwijs. 
Purmerend, J. Muusses, 1943- 10 issues 
a year. 





An official publication of five Dutch and Flemish 
educational associations which are endeavouring 
to introduce new educational and teaching methods 
(Montessori, Dalton, etc.) at school and in the 
home. Is addressed mainly to primary schools; 
discusses teaching aids, the teaching of special 
subjects, and contains descriptions of experimen- 
tal schools abroad. 


NEW ZEALAND 


69. National Education. Wellington, New Zealand 
Educational Institute, 1919- Monthly 
(except January). 





This publication of the New Zealand Educational 
Institute, a primary teachers' organization, 
brings to teachers throughout the Dominion news 
and comments on the Institute's activities, inclu- 
ding its sponsorship of and campaigns for national 
school legislation concerning, for example, the 
limiting of the size of classes, improvement in 
standards of the professional training and status 
of teachers. Included regularly are items about 
teachers' refresher courses, salaries, housing 
problems, pension schemes, developments in

school building. The monthly feature " Letters to 
the Editor'' provides a vehicle for exchange among 
teachers of ideas and information. Its book review 
section gives brief reviews of both children's 

pooks as well as those of professional and cultural 
interest to the teacher. Suggestions for audio- 
visual aids in classroom instruction and general 
discussions of teaching methods in such subjects 

as reading, arithmetic, spelling and languages 

are included. The questions of religious instruc- 
tion in primary schools, the teaching of the excep- 
tionally gifted child, accounts of classroom exper- 
ience, news of conferences and exhibitions are 
treated in numerous articles. The monthly feature 
"The Secretary's Corner" includes questions and 
answers on the many aspects of the teacher's pro- 
fessional life. 


70. Pacific Islands Education; a newsletter for 
teachers serving in the Pacific. Wellington, 
Department of Education, 1949- Quarterly. 








A processed periodical issued by the Officer for 
Islands Education of the New Zealand Department 
of Education in an endeavour to provide a link for 
teachers in the area through the exchange of ideas. 
Approximately one-third of the material included 

is contributed by the teachers serving in the 
Pacific. Articles concern island history, language 
teaching, curriculum, teaching methods in various 
subjects, etc. Each issue also contains an editor- 
ial and a "News and Notes" section. 


NIGERIA 


71. The Nigerian Teacher. Lagos, Federal 
Office of Education, 1948- Quarterly. 





A Federal education journal for Nigerian teachers. 
Each issue contains an editorial, an average of 
some ten articles, a '' Letters to the Editor" 
column, and a section devoted to book reviews. 
Although some of the articles are of a general 
character the journal on the whole contains a good 
deal of informative material for primary school 
teachers. 


72. Teachers' Monthly. Ibadan, Ministry of 
Education, 1955- Monthly. 





This periodical is issued by the General Publica- 
tions Branch of the Ministry of Education. Most 
of the articles are for teachers at the primary 
level and are concerned mainly with methods of 
teaching specific school subjects. There are, 
however, other articles on such subjects as story 
telling, poetry, health and hygiene, gardening, 
science, etc. Book reviews are usually included. 





NORWAY 


73. Norsk skuleblad. Oslo, Norges Laererlag, 
1869- Weekly. 





Founded .n 1869 as Norsk skoletidende, this is 

the oldest educational journal in Norway and is 
published by the Norwegian Teachers' Association. 
For the most part its content concerns school leg- 
islation and reform, administration, records and 
discussions of educational conferences and meetings, 
and news about teacher status. Most issues carry 
an article on methods or a discussion of the content 
of the curriculum. Educational developments 
abroad, with special emphasis on the other Scan- 
dinavian countries, are also reported. Book re- 
views and school broadcasting are given a good 
deal of attention. 





74. Skole og samfunn. Oslo, Norges laererlag, 
1952- 10 issues a year. 





This journal, published by the Norwegian teachers' 
association, deals with educational problems and 
matters likely to interest the classroom teacher 

at the primary level. School reforms are fre- 
quently discussed, as are methods of teaching and 
teacher training. There is a special column of 
news from abroad and book reviews are regularly 
included. 


PERU 


75. Boletin del Instituto Experimental de Educacién 
Primaria No. 1. Lima, 1954- Irregular. 








Contains articles on educational subjects, on the 
social problems affecting school pupils and on 
various other aspects of education, with supporting 
graphs and diagrams. It also includes outline 
courses and school tests for the use of primary 
teachers and reports by institutes for educational 
pscyhology. 


76. Escuela Peruana. Miraflores, Instituto 
Experimental de Educaci6én Primaria No. 2 
1957- 





The articles published deal with problems of 
method and organization, both in teaching generally 
and in teaching in Peru. Information about the 
various teaching techniques and about the activities 
of specialized educational organizations is also 
given. 


77. Magisterio. Lima, Asociaci6én Mutualista 
Magisterial, 1956- Quarterly. 


This review contains articles on current educa- 
tional developments, on the professional problems 
of the Peruvian teaching profession and on the 
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history of education in Peru, together with reports 
of congress proceedings and resolutions. The 
last section is devoted to the activities of the 
Asociacién Mutualista. 


PHILIPPINES 


78. Philippine Educator. Quezon City, Philippine 
Public School Teachers' Association, 1947- 
10 issues a year. 





Each issue contains a number of professional 
articles on such varied subjects as teaching 
techniques and devices, curriculum, language 
study, child psychology, etc. at the primary 

level. One or two articles in Tagalog are included 
as well as an occasional article on education in a 
foreign country. Book reviews appear occasionally. 


79. The Philippine Journal of Education; the 
teachers' magazine. Quezon City, 1918- 
10 issues a year. 








An educational magazine of broad scope, published 
monthly except in April and May, for teachers in 
the Philippines. It is divided broadly into six 
sections, editorials, articles on different aspects 
of education, articles on classroom materials and 
aids, articles in the Filipino language, articles 

on home economics, and regular features. The 
regular features comprise: the review of a well- 
known educational book, a column on correct 
English usage, news commentary, etc. Many of 
the articles are of direct concern to the primary 
school teacher, particularly those in the " Class- 
room materials and aids" and the ''Home economics" 
sections, where study plans and teaching techniques 
are frequently given. 


POLAND 


80. Zycie Szko/y. Warszawa, Ministerstwo 
Oswiaty, 1945- Monthly. 


A review published by the Ministry of Education 
for primary school teachers. The articles are 
written by Polish teachers and are extremely 
varied, covering all problems of primary 
schooling and education (practical advice, lesson 
preparation, analyses, new suggestions and 
methods, exchanges of information, discussions). 
There are also articles on miscellaneous subjects 
such as school hygiene, use of spare time, holiday 
camps, etc. Each number contains a digest of 


books and educational reviews. 








PORTUGAL 


81. Escola Portuguesa. Lisboa, Direcgao-Geral 
do Ensino Primfrio, 1934- 48 times a year, 





This journal for primary school teachers contains 
articles on in-service training, reports of meetings, 
and a section devoted to school life, treating such 
questions as school lunches, excursions and field 
trips. Each issue publishes reports from the 
Ministry of Education regarding new educational 
legislation and news of teacher appointments. 


PUERTO RICO 


82. Educacién. Revista Mensual de Informacién 
y Orientaci6én para el Magisterio. San Juan, 
Departamento de Instrucci6én Piblica, 1951- 
Monthly. 








Contains short articles on educational and social 
problems affecting Puerto Rican primary school 
teachers, news of educational matters in other 
countries, sometimes background material for 
teachers, and numerous photographs. 


EL SALVADOR 


83. 22 de Junio. Revista salvadorena de educacién 
primaria. San Salvador, Ministerio de Cultura, 
Secci6n Técnica y de Planificaci6n, 1957- 
Irregular. 





The publication comprises an editorial and a 
number of articles on technical or methodological 
problems - generally in El Salvador - on philo- 
sophical aspects of education, on social science 
questions, and so on. 

A " practical teaching" section gives teachers 
guidance on the application of the school curricula 
and offers them work plans for all subjects; there 
are two large sub-sections on language questions 
and history respectively. Also included are bio- 
graphies of distinguished people, a number of 
pages on literature and games for children, repro- 
ductions of historical documents - portraits, 
declarations, oaths - statistics, accounts of 
cultural or educational activities, a ''teachers' 
letter column" and a review of publications. 


SPAIN 


84. Boletin de Educaci6n. Alméria, Inspeccié6n 
de Ensenhanza Primaria, 1949- Monthly. 





Contains brief articles, mostly on local problems, 
regional news items, a few literary pages for 

children, notes and comments and a small biblio- 
graphical section. 
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85. Boletin de Educaci6n Primaria. Castellé6n, 
Inspecci6n de Ensenhanza Primaria, 1955- 
10 issues a year. 





This bulletin contains an editorial and a number 
of articles dealing with Spanish educational prob- 
lems, either on the purely "teaching" plane or 
from an economic or social angle; it also gives 
news of decrees, literacy schemes, etc. 


86. Perfil. Madrid, Ministerio de Educacién 
Nacional, Direccién General de Ensenanza 
Primaria, 1959- Irregular. Processed. 


The object of this small low-circulation bulletin 
is to supplement the information in the review 
"Vida Escolar" about the educational activities 
of the Centro de Documentacién y Orientacién 
Didactica de Ensehanza Primaria. It will thus 
be published as the amount or urgency of 4uch 
additional information demands. 


87. Vida Escolar. Madrid, Ministerio de 
Educacién Nacional, Centro de Documentacién 


y Orientaci6én DidActica de Ensehanza Primaria, 


1958- 10 issues a year. 

This review is intended for " primary school 
teachers, heads of school groups, primary school 
inspectors, teacher training school staff and all 
concerned with educational science". It contains 
an editorial, an article on the objectives of the 
review, at least one article under the general 
heading of '' Methodology and organization", a 
popular science page entitled " You ought to know", 
a review of current developments in education and 
an annotated bibliography. Essentially, however, 
it is a handbook to help teachers to plan their 
lessons in conformity with the latest teaching 
techniques adapted to the conditions and needs of 
Spanish schools. 

It should also be pointed out that the signed 
articles are often by foreign writers and that much 
space is set aside for accounts of educational or 
cultural conferences, assemblies and exhibitions, 
either in Spain or abroad. 


SUDAN 


88. Bakht er Ruda. Dueim, Bakht er Ruda 
Institute of Education, 1951- Annual. 


While the principal concern of the Institute is to 
train teachers for the Sudanese school, its staff 
serves as a consultative body to the Ministry of 
Education and it is to this function of the Institute 
that the journal is mainly directed. Many of the 
articles therefore describe and criticize education 
and educational policy in the Sudan, with particular 
emphasis on the development of education in the 
southern provinces. The journal does not, how- 
ever, exclude general articles on education and 





psychology. Such topics as the réle of play and 
dramatics in education, modern languages and 
their place in the school syllabus, art education, 
children's exhibitions and like subjects are dis- 
cussed. 


There is a section for book reviews and a news 
section, mainly from the Sudan. 


SWEDEN 


89. Folkskolan. Stockholm, Federationen
